a task of what had been loved, so that
uolf-actlvlty left the school-room and
had its only home ln the play-ground, re-

«vlvlng only In books, whon long years of
Btudy brought again Individual Intellec¬
tual eelf-actlvlty whore once more "labor
Jphyslcks pain."

HOW TO AVOID A DANGER.
It was Froebel's discovery In education

three generations ago that this eclipse ot
eelf-aottve Interest ln study might be al¬
together avoided if the precious pre-
echool yeura from three to six or four 10
.even were used to educate the child, not
through adult facts anij symbols (the
written or spoken or apolled word or
ligure ia a symbol) applied from without
from books, but by directing and train¬
ing tho self-active energies of the ohlld
from within. These echoolless yw.ru we
¡ill know and see them dally wasted,
nave tn families which still enjoy that
union of Inner studious ease and active
out-door life which marked the advant¬
aged families of an earlier Virginian
day. out of which cuino the nascent and
directing statesmanship of the Infant re-

Íiubllo. A busy, complex, modern life and
lie pressure of mechanic need in the

«wage-earning class hus for the most de-
epollod chlldliood ofa self-active training
fcy thing» dono rather than by. things
iauglit.

» UNION OF MIND AND BODY.
Nor loss the child, The gifts, the songs

.and the games of the Woubellun kinder-

fnirten carry the child through a truln-
ng which understands that more Is learn¬
ed from activity thun from Beiutatlon,
that thoro la an organic unity of mind
and body and that tho dawning mind
refers all tblngB to a larger whole, learn-
Idif.· to talk by worda und not by sounds,

learning lo read again by word and sen¬
tence and not by single letters. Psy¬
chically, the child discovers Its self-acti¬
vities aro part of a larger social whole.
Ethically, the child finds dawning Justice
lu "fair play," the Undings of Its first
court of the equities. Mentally, the child
by its self-explaining self-activity,
bridges the gap between the early world
of senso and the later world of mind, for
as Lord Bacon said, "the first crenturo
of God was the light of sense; tho last
the light of reason."
This path has Its perils. First for the

child. Unless the teaching bo trained
intelligent and Itsolf Instructed, loose,
vagrant desire will be developed Instead
of a conscious will co-ordinated by grad¬
uated experience. The better the tool,
the more «kill Is needed for the worker.
Nowhere can the amateur do more harm
in education than by feeding children
with half-baked "modified" kindergarter-
lng. «
Mr. Williams outlined some of thai

"perils to the teacher" in conclusion and
gave some idea of the extent of the
growth and multiplication of kindergar¬
ten schools.

est enthusiasm, and accorded prolonged
and hearty applause.
